ARMY 70 REPEL ASSAULT. 


Balloon, Wireless Telegraph, and | 
Signal Corps to Be Used in 
Getting News of Enemy's 


Movements. 


New London, Conn., Aug. 28.—[ Special.] 
It is reported upon excellent authority that 
war will be declared against the United 
States tomorrow night. A thunderbolt from 
a cloudless sky would seem more likely when 
the amicable relations between this repub- 

lic and Aurania are considered. The latest 
reports as to the whereabouts of the ships 
of the king of Aurania are that they left 
Fayal about two weeks ago, destination un- 
known. They have not been sighted by 
any one-of the ocean liners and it is gener- 
ally supposed * sailed for the West In- 
dies. 

Gen. Arthur MacArthur, commanding the 
department of the east, confirms the report 
that the government expects a declaration 
of war from Aurania not later than midnight 
tomorrow. Fortunately, he has just been | 
inspecting the coast defense system and the 
men have recently had target practice with 
the big guns. Today he witnessed target 
practice at Fort Terry. 


Army Chiefs in Conference. 

A combination of circumstances also 
brought together in this vicinity Gen. Wal- 
lace Randolph, chief of artillery; Gen. Willis 
C. Crozier, chief of ordnance; Gen. Gellesple, 
chief of engineers; and Gen. A. W. Greely, 
chief signal officer. Acting Secretary Sanger , 
has directed these officers at once to prepare 
the defense works of New London and New- 
port. 

There have been several conferences, and 
the general opinion is that should a hostile 
fleet assail the New England coast it Will be 
in the vicinity of New London. Gen. Mac- 
Arthur has had the Kanawha placed at his 
disposal, and fearing that the unforeseen may 
happen and the enemy appear when least ex- 
has decided to have his head- 
quarters at Old Fort Trumbull, the central 
point of Gen. Greely’s marvelous system of 
communication.

Attack Is Expected Sunday. 

Theoretically the fleet may appear any 
time after Sunday, and the army will have 
had two days to prepare the defense works 
to meet war conditions. But there has been 
much preparation for some time. A report 
on the signal system work made public to- 
night by direction of Gen. MacArthur says: 
Day signals are sent by smoke, 
rockets, acetylene lanterns, and flashing 
searchlights are used at night. Night prac- 
tice began in Narragansett district Tuesday 
when all rockets and bombs were 
read with accuracy at all occupiéd points. 
Twenty-one visual signal stations have been 
selected, being so distributed that they may 
communicate in the speediest and most re- 
liable manner.“ 

Lieut. Col. Samuel Reber, military secre- 
tary to Gen. Miles, is acting during the ma- 
neuvers as captain of the signal corps, and 
has entire charge of the aero nautical work 
of the campaign. Gen. Greely is unwilling 
to give as yet any information as to the bal- 
loon train or its proposed field of operations. 


Batteries Are Made Ready. 
The most extensive and important schemes 
of communication are along electrical lines. 
Three distinct and independent systems of 
intercommunication have been installed. In 
each artillery post the fire control officer, 
who is a fleld officer of artillery, is connected 
by underground and fully armored and pro- 
tected cables, not only with battery com- 
manders but also with each emplacement, 
searchilght, and rapid fire battery, so that 
every gun is under his absolute control. He 
communicates either verbally by telephone or 
in writing by a signal corps telautograph, the 
latter being the Gray telautograph modified 
for fire control purposes. 


Wireless Messages Play a Part. 
In addition to these facilities there will be 
in use eight sets of wireless instruments, cov- 
ering four separate systems, the De Forrest, 
the Fessenden, the Marconi, and the Stand- 
ard signal corps. 

Unless they can pass by the forts and get 
out of range before the guns can concentrate 
their fire upon them the attack will be 
repulsed. Tonight the army is confident that 
such will be the result of the joint maneuvers. 


War Balloon Is Discovered. 

At Point Judith Lieut. Col. Reber is oc- 
cupied with the war balloon. It was intended 
to keep the location of the war balloon a 
secret, but the spies of the enemy were 
vigilant ,and it is now known it is iocated at 
Point Judith. Gen. Greely, fearing that ma- 
rines may be landed from the fleet and cap- 
ture the balloon and men, has asked for a 
detachment of soldiers. 1 

To reach New London the fleet must pass 

between Gull island and Fort Wright on 
Fisher's island. In doing this the ships will 
be for a time within 3 ot nee 
of either fort. 


Fleet Is Prepared. 

On board battleship Alabama, off Menen- 
sha light, Martha’s Vineyard, Mass., Aug.

TRUSTEES DEMAND A. WEEDING 


OUT AMONG EMPLOYES. 


They Declare That Over 20 Per Cent 


ot the Force in Chicago Public 
Schools Is Incompetent — Criticise 
Themselves for Overriding Recom- 
mendations for Discharge — Supt. 
‘Cooley to Dismiss Principals Who 
Fail to Make Accurate Report.

That 20 per cent of the teachers in the Chi- 


cago public schools. are incompetent and 
should be dismissed was the open declaration 
by three members of the Board of Education 
yesterday. 

Criticism was not confined to teachers 
alone, but district superintendents were 


charged with lack of courage in making out 


a list of incompetents and recommending 
their discharge; and the trustees themselves 


were blamed for permitting outside influ-4 


ences to induce them to vote for the reten- 
tion of teachers whose days of usefulness 


had passed. 


As the result of this discussion by the com- 
mittee on school management, it was pre- 
dicted there would be more teachers dis- 
charged next year than ever before, Supt. 
Cooley promising to demand accurate re- 


ports from his * under penalty 


of dismissal. 


Calls 20 Per Cent Incompetent. 
“You would be compelled to discharge 


more than 20 per cent of the teaching force 


to rid the schools of all of the incompetents.“ 
said Trustee Daniel R. Cameron. The dis- 
trict superintendents have not done their 


duty. They must be fair and just and have 


the backbone of the superintendent to do 
what they think is right. I favor the dis- 
charge of principals who are not doing their 
duty, and urge the immediate dismissal of 


district superintendents who are not of as- 


| sistance in getting rid of the Incompetent 
teachers in the schools.“ 

Trustee Thomas Brenan denied that. 
Trustee Cameron had made a correct esti- 
mate, but.the prevailing opinion among those 
at the meeting seemed to indorse the senti- 
ments expressed by Mr. Cameron. 


Thinks Marking System at Fault. 
Trustee John T. Keating said the system of 


marking was not just, and intimated that the 


district superintendents did not rely on their 
own judgment regarding the fitness of a 
teacher. 

The district superintendent follows too 
much the markings of his predecessor,’’ said 
Mr. Keating, and seemingly does not per- 
sonally investigate, or if he does gives no 
evidence of his personal investigation in his 
markings.”’ 


Must Back Up Superintendent. 

President Clayton Mark declared himself 
in favor of rae out the incompetent 
teachers. 

We constantly find incompetent employés 
in private business, and we do not hesitate to 
discharge them, said Mr. Mark, and if 
we would secure for the public what it has 

d for, teachers who have not been able. 
to do their work must leave the employment 
ofthe board. We should concur in the recom- 
mendation of the superintendent: to dis- 


charge incompetent employés. We re t 


out a teacher of little or no 
schools.“ 

The members of the board are 1 
for much of the incompetency among the 
teachers,” replied Trustee Cameron. “Ifa 
teacher is recommended for dismissal it is a 
rule you will find some member of the board 
urging the retention of that teacher. Let us 
quit it.” 


Hold cipals Responsible. 
Supt. Cooley told the committee he would 
bring any principal to account who is de- 
. tected in making untrue reports concerning 
the ability of any teacher. 


President Mark also favors increasing the | 


time a teacher shall serve before she is al- 
lowed a pension. He declared he favored a 
revision of the law, so that a teacher shall 
only be given a pension after she is unable to 
gain a livelihood at her profession. 


Charges Against a Principal. 
Sixty residents of the Chicago Lawn school 


district were present. at: the meeting to pro- 


test against the retention of Henry D. Hatch 
as principal of the school. The delegation 
was headed by Ald. W. M. Butterworth, who 
acted as spokesman. 

Prof. Hatch has lost his influence, and 
is not respected in the community,” said, the 
alderman. ** When little girls talk about

W. Vernon Booth indignantly declared this.

I saw 
at once that it was a blundering forgery. Tt 
was dirty and looked as if it had been made’ 
in a coalbin. Under the company name was 
written Vernon Booth, secretary.’ T have 
never secretary of the company. The 
note wasever collected on, and I allowed 
the matterto drop.“ 

“ The note that we saw,“ said the broker. 
with whom this paper was put up and whése 
name is not made public, was not greasy. 
It was crisp and new and had a genuine ap- 
pearance.”’

Heads of New York Institutions, 
Though Pressed tor Cash, Doubt 
Profit in Plan. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 28.—[Special.)— 
Secretary of the Treasury Shaw today took 
steps to insure the movement of the enorm- 
ous crops soon to be harvested without caus- 
ing any stringency in the money market. 

The matter has been under consideration 
by the secretary for some time, and he has 
decided that the best way out of the dim“ 
culty is to induce the national banks to in- 
crease their circulation. Such a suggestion 
was made to the banks some time ago and it 
is understood they have responded in a sat- 
isfactory manner. The national banks can 
increase their circulation by 6332, 000,000 as 
they are capitalized at $700,000,000, and have 
issued notes amounting to but $368,000,000. 
The banks can ‘issue notes to the full value 
of their capital if they deposit United States 
bonds in the treasury to cover the notes. 


Large Increase Is Available, 

Acting Secretary Ailes, by authority of Sec- 
retary Shaw, who is i: New York, today 
made the following statement: 

“The secretary recently invited some of 
the larger national banks in the principal 
cities to order additional amounts of circulat- 
ing notes to be printed. National banks are 
entitled to issue circuiation to the full 
amount of their capital. The secretary has 
hoped to introduce an element of elasticity 
into the present system. His suggestions 
to the various banks in the larger cities 
that they make preparation for additional 
circulation have met with favorable re- 


sponse. 
“Tt is not his intent:on that they should 
ue this additional circulation all at once, 
but only in case of actual necessity and 
emergency. He does not propose to inflate 
the currency in any sense, but to be pre- 
pared to meet the actual currency demand 
should one arise. With this in view, those 
banks which have made arrangements to 
deposit United States bonds as security for 
such additional circulation have sent in 
their orders, and the secretary has had all 
branches of the treasury. service busily en- 
gaged in expediting the preparation of the 
notes pending a possible emergency.“ 
Much Smaller Sum Needed. 

Or course, it will not be necessary to issu 
so much currency, and the secretary does 
not wish any more printed than is absolutely 
necessary. He simply wants the currency 
made elastic enough to meet the demands. 

To prevent a money stringency during the 
crop movement, Secretary Shaw stands 
ready to codperate with the banks and to 
do everything in his power. Shortly there 
will be. heavy demands on the banks for cur- 
rency, and at this season there is always 
fear of money being scarce. This important 
question has oceupied the attention of the 
secretary of the treasury for some time, and 
the problem has practically been solved for 
this season. 

If the banks do not increase their circula- 
tion enough to supply the demand the secre- 
tary can deposit some of the government re- 
ceipts in the national banks to tide over the 
busy season. 

_, Bankers Doubt Profit in Plan. 
Shaw, secretary of the treasury, had a con- 
ference today at the subtreasury with Dep- 
uty Assistant Treasurer Marlow and with 
Collector Stranahan at the custom house. 
Bond deposits and more money for circula- 
tion were discussed. Secretary Shaw also 
conferred with the presidents of a number 
of the banks regarding his circular issued 
in Washington today to facilitate the move- 
ment of crops without causing a monetary 
etringency. 

Bankers who were asked ut the pos- 
sibility of borrowing $100,000, for such a 
purpose declared that it would be impossible 
to buy bonds anywhere near $100,000,000 at 
reasonable prices. Such a. purchase wouid 


‘ 


not be profitable to issue circulation against 
them, especially for so short a period as six 
months, although smaller amounts could be 
borrowed. The possibility of such a plan on 
a reduced scale depended on the willingness 
of bondholders to loan their bonds at a low 
rate of interest. = | 


Chicago Banks Not Affected. 

James H. Eckels, president of the Com- 
mercial National bank and former controller 
of the currency, sald last night of Secretary 
Shaw's plan: 

We have not been invited to take out 
new circulation, and the secretary has prob- 
ably made arrangements with certain New 
York banks which have facilities for borrow- 
ing bonds from savings banks there and 
temporarily depositing them for new circu- 
lation. By having an understanding ahead, 
national bank notes may be printed in ad- 
vance and tesued at once on receipt of the 
bonds, instead of waiting the usual twenty 


days. 

“Tt not pay banks outside New York 
to buy bonds and-take out circulation unless 
interest rates should ork considerably 
higher. In that event, would do 80

The following day an unknown woman 
went to the hotel and demanded of the mana- 
ger the baggage belonging to H. 8. Nor- 
man. The woman declared Norman was 
not the man’s real name. Later she said 
that Norman had committed suicide. 
Norman's effects have been handed over 
to Consul General Gowdy, who, upon exam- 
‘ining them, discovered a handkerchief 
marked with the initials “H. 8. C.“ This 
is the sole clew tothe identity of the owner. 


Traveled from New York Together. 

Norman and Dekay, on their arrival at the 
Hotel Ritz, stated that they had crossed from 
New York on the steamship La Bretagne. 
Each of the men had a dress suit case, and 
that constituted their entire baggage. Mr. 
Norman was a man short of stature, with a 
ruddy face. He was flashily dressed and 
wore a narrow brimmed straw hat.. 

Dekay was taller and dark. He had an ec- 
centric appear . His hair was long and 
was cut in the style of old Puritans. He 
wore a peculiar looking slouch hat and was 
taken for some distinguished artist. They 
engaged communicating rooms, and after 
depositing their suit cases left for a walk. 


Dekay Goes to London. 

Dekay returned alone. It appeared that 
the men had a quarrel, because he asked for 
a room quite apart from Norman's. Nor- 
man never appeared again. Dekay averted 
all suspicion. when he returned by asking the 
staff of the hotel Ritz if it was customary 
to appear in full dress there at dinner. He 
remarked incidentally that he.was president 
of the Chicago beef trust and he was bound 
for London, where he was to boom the af- 
fairs of that concern. He left for London 
Aug. 17 after paying his bill. : ;

Newbury, N. H., Aug. 28.—[Special.J—A 
defense of the army in the Philippines was 
the chief feature of President Roosevelt's 
speeches in New. Hampshire today. Twice, 
before the Spanish war veterans at Man- 
chester and at the G. A. R. encampment at 
The Weirs, did the president in vigorous 
language score those who would sully the 
names of the men who are fighting for their 
country. 

President Roosevelt tonight is the guest 
of Secretary of State Hay, whose summer 
home, The Fells, is a few miles from here on 
the shore of Lake Sunapee. Speeches were 
made today at Nashua, Manchester, The 
Weirs, and Concord. The president ad- 
dressed the people of Newbury briefly on 
his arrival here. 

For the first timé during his trip President 
Roosevelt last night slept on the train. At 
Kittery Junction, Me., a delegation repre- 
senting the governor of New Hampshire 
boarded the train. 


Not Dressed When Called to Door 


In his anxiety to respofid to the greeting off 


the people of Clermont, a small station, the 
president, who had not finished dressing, 
rushed to the door of his car wrapped in an 
overcoat and bowed to the little gathering. 
What threatened to be an accident hap- 
pened at Manchester, where, during a drive 
through the city, the leaders of the four 
horses attached to the president’s carriage | 
— unmanageable and had to be taken 
0 
At The Weirs, where the Grand Army re- 
union was held, the people, in their desire to 
accord the president a fitting reception, came 


for a time in the midst of a howling, surging 
mass, and was all but carried off his feet. 
So inadequate were the police arrangements 
that the crowd had entire control of the sit - 
uation. After reviewing the veterans the 
president was escorted into the hotel for 
luncheon, 
Governor’s Staff as Waiters. 

Here again the plans went astray, luncheon 
being finally served fhrough the gallantry 
of the governor's staff, who turned in and 
acted as waiters. 

In his address today the president paid par- 
ticular attention to the trust problem, dis- 
cussing the question along the same lines 
as in his previous speeches in New England. 

At Concord, after paying a tribute to Wash- 
ington and Lincoln, whom he held up as 
models for all men, President Roosevelt 


said: 

Now, it is not necessary to say to an 
audience in this state, where you have great 
industrial centers, the building up of which 
has added to the wealth of the whole state, 
that the farmer is benefited by the success 
of the manufacturing center, just as the 
manufacturing center must, in the last re- 
sort, depend upon the welfare of the coun- 
try for its success. The farmer is benefited 
as the manufacturer is benefited: we all 
share alike in the upward movement. That 
is something that we want to remember. 
For weal or for woe, our fortunes are indis- 
solubly connected.” 


Easy to Hurt the Trusts. 

That the present prosperity would not have 
come without the work of capital and cor- 
porations the president impressed upon his 
2 continued: 

152 ve come through our prosper- 
ity, but in warring en evil let us 
de exceedingly careful not to war against the 
prosperity. Now, it would be perfectly pos- 
sible at any time to make it unpleasant for 
the trusts—perfectly possible to prevent big 
corporations from making money. They did 
not make any money in 1803—and neither 
did any one else.. 

Let us face the fact that there are evils. 
It is foolish to blink at those evils. Let us 
set ourselves, but temperately and with san- 
ity, to strive to find out what the evils are 
and to remedy them. If any man tells you: 
that he can advance a spécific by which all 
the evils of the body politic will be made to 
disappear, distrust him, for if he is honest 
he knows not what he says.“ 


Praises Civil War Veterans. 


It was in his address to the Grand Army 
veterans in camp at The Weirs that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt made his more extended 


ippines. He said: 

Any American who has a proper sense of 
relative proportion of things must realize 
that to the men who fought for the union in 
the dark days of the civil war there is owing 
a greater debt of gratitude than to any 
others. Great were the deeds you did and 
vital the need of doing them. 

“There was no money reward for what you 
did. There was hardly one of you who did 
not during those four years receive far less 
than he could have earned in safety at home. 
But you were driven to your work by the lash 
of your own hearts. You were spurred on- 
ward by the lift which only comes to a peo- 
ple of great and generous soul. 

„We are all loyal Americans now—north, 
south, east, and west—all alike jealous of the 
nation’s honor and welfare, proud of the na- 
tion’s past, and resolute that her future shall 
stand even higher than her past. 


Work in Islands Well Done. 

„ We have just brought to a conclusion a 
war in the far east—a war which sprang up 
as a sequel to our short struggle with Spain. 
The army, which has done its work so well 
in the Philippine islands, has had a task 
which was small, indeed, compared with 
yours, but which, nevertheless, was fraught 
with hardship and difficulty peculiarly its 
own. 

„The men who, after three years of pain- 
ful, harassing, incredibly laborious warfare | 
in the tropical jungles against a treacherous 
and savage foe, have finally brought peace 
and order and civil government in the Philip- 
pines are your sons, your successors. They 
claim their share in your glory by inheritance 
and by their valor and their steadfast en- 
durance have added new luster to that glory. 
They have been cruelly maligned, even by 
some who should have known better. 

In an army, in the best army, and especial- 
ly in an army doing its Work under such well 
nigh intolerable conditions as those which 
confronted our troops in the Philippines, 
there are bound to be instances of occasional 
wrongdoing. The temptation to retaliate 
for the fearful cruelties of a savage foe is 

t and now and then it has been yielded 
to. There have been a few, and only a few, 
such instances in the Philippines, and punish- 
ment has been meted out with unflinching 
justice to the offenders. 

% But the real marvel is that under such 
conditions there should have been so little 
wrongdoing.” 

At Home of Molly Stark. 

In his address at Manchester President 
Roosevelt said: 

It is about 125 years ago that Molly 
Stark’s husband had a sawmill here, and 
it strikes me you are @ pretty good repre- 
sentative of Stark, Maj. Sullivan. [A voice— 
„ He is.“ 1 Stark did two things. He had 
his sawmill here, but when the country 
called to arms he was going to do his duty 
or Molly Stark was going to be a widow, 
and you, and those like you, who have done 
their duty in modern times, in the last few 
years, have been showing yourselves fit rep- 
resentatives of Stark and the men who 
founded our republic.“

Saratoga, N. T., Aug. 28.—John G. Carlisle 
of New York, former secretary of the treas- 
ury, in an address before the American Bar 
association today, spoke of the power of the 
United States to acquire and govern terri- 


tory. 

Unless the constitution is changed, said 
Mr. Carlisle, the law is the same, whether 
the territory is loeatéd in the eastern or 
western hemisphere. 

The territory acquired by military occu- 
pation, the speaker declared, is held until 
congress can meet and substitute civil for 
military government. Congressional power 
to govern acquired territory was dwelt upon, 
and the Porto Rico incident in regard to im- 
ports and exports was alluded to by the 


speaker. 

Porto Rico and the Philippines cannot 
be domestic for one purpose and foreign for 
another purpose, Mr. Carlisle said. 

In the section of patent, trade mark, and 
coypright law today the principal address 
was made by L. L. Bond of Chicago. Ly- 
sander Hill of Chicago read a paper on 
Preliminary Injunctions in Patent Suits.’’

Abuse of the License Privilege Has 
Cost Chicago $20,000 Within Two 
Months, It Is Estimated, and Acting 
Mayor McGann Tells Members of the 
Council That the Practice Must Stop 
—Fick Fails to Secure Favor—How 
System Has Failed.

Abuses of the free permit system by Chi- 
eago aldermen have resulted in the deple- 
tion of the cityi revenue, to; an amount esti- 
mated at about $20,000 in the last two months 
alone. Since July 800 wagon permits 
and 1,000 peddler permits have been issued. 
The first takes the place of a $25 license and 
the second of a $10 license. 

To such an extent has the raid on the city 
collector's office gone that Mayor Harrison 
put his foot down. After he had left town 
the aldermen turned their attention to Con- 
troller McGann, who, as acting mayor, had 
the power to issue the permits. 

The controller was givén a tip yester-— 
day. He was told that the aldermen were 
imposing on him, and he also called a stop on 
the free permits. Ald. Henry L. Fick of the 
Ninth ward was the first to be refused re- 
‘quests for permits. The mayor had en- 
deavored to head Mr. Fick off two months 
before. 

The free permit system is intended to enable 
a poor man or woman to earnaliving. A 
man may have just enough money to buy a 
stock of cheap articles for peddling. If he 
had to take out a license he would be unable 
to do business. So the city gives him a free 
permit to get a start. 

It is said that a majority of the 800 wagon 
Hermit and the 1,000 peddler permits which 
have been issued in the last two months have 
been in favor of persons who could have af- 
forded to take out licenses. 

The aldermen not only get the free permit 
but they get it renewed when the term has 
expired,” said a city official, ‘‘ and their con- 
stituents do business the whole year without 
paying a cent for licenses. It keeps a clerk 
busy writing out the permits. 

The idea itself is a proper one. It is to 
help the poor man get a start, but it is being 
used to the detriment of the city’s income. 
One would suppose that the bulk of the per- 
mits would be given in the First ward, where 
there is the largest transient class and the 
greatest number of lodging houses. If the 
use of the permit system were on the square 
that * where the greatest number would be 
issu 

But such is not the case. Some of the 
west side resident wards get the highest 
number.“

The safe in the Elnora bank, of which the 


missing Pleasant Durham was president, was 
opened by Sheriff Morgan this afternoon, 
and, to the surprise of every one, $531 was 
found. Besides the cash $500 in good notes 


was discovered, as well as a $500 note 


signed by Durham himself and payable to 
the bank. This note goes to show that Dur- 
ham was in debt to his own bank for money 
he had converted to his own use. 

The discovery of so much money in the 
safe has convinced many that Durham has 
committed suicide, and there is talk of 
searching White river, which flows near the 
little town, with the hope of finding his body. 

Many of the depositors who lost consid-

will not accept this theory. They claim that 
he abeconded with the $3,500, and in order

Pleasant Durham's brother, E. C. Dur- 
ham, declared last night that he did not be- 
lieve the banker had committed suicide, 
I know of no reason why he should take 
his life,“ said Mr. Durham at 560 Forty-sec- 
ond street. We believe that the bank is 
all right. A story got out that there was to 
be a change of management, and this started 
a run. I believe Pleasant just closed the 
doors and went away to wait until the ex- 
citement quiets down.

Mrs. Durham, too, expressed her belief in 
her husband’s safety, though she says she 
doesn’t know his pregent whereabouts. 


POWER GIVEN CUSTOMS AGENTS. 


Collectors May Use Reasonable Discre- 
tion, but ‘When in Doubt Must 
Impose Full Duty. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 28.—[Special.]— 
Customs officers are allowed a certain 
amount of discretion in collecting duty on 
articles brought ith by tourists, according 
to official instructions issued by Secretary 
of the Treasury Shaw, but in cases where 


they are in doubt they are to collect the full 


maximum tariff and permit the question 
to be decided by an appeal from their ruling. 

This and other interpretations of the law 
of 1897 regarding personal effects exempted 
from duty are contained in two circulars 


from the secretary made public today. The 


first of these orders says in part: 

There is no warrant in this language or 
in any ruling of the department that justifies 
the importation of cigars, spirituous, vinous, 
or malt liquors in any other quantity or man- 
ner than provided by law; neither is there 
anything in the circular to warrant the ex- 
emption of merchandise, as such, from du- 
tles. 


It is the intention of the department to 
t the traveling public every reasonable 
facility for their enjoyment abroad and their 
convenient return; but, while this is being 
Hone, the extreme penalties of the law 
should be visited upon those who seek to 
take advantage of its relaxed rules for pur- 
poses of smuggling.”

ING VICTOR EMMANU ELS new 
postage stamps, instead of bearing 
his effigy, are adorned with an eagle 
with outstretched wings, with the 
arms of the house of Savoy on its 

breast. This has led the New York Sun and 

various other American newspapers to infer 
that the eagle in question is nothing more 
nor than the old Roman eagle, and 
that its adoption is equivalent to an intima- 
tion that Italy aspires to extend its rule over 
all the territory formerly embraced in the 
old Roman empire, precisely in the same 
way that the adoption by Russia of the arms 
ot Byzantium in connection with her na- 
tional escutcheon was equivalent to a procla- 
mation of the Muscovite purpose to revive the 
old Byzantine empire under the egis of the 

czar. 

As far as the new Italian stamp is con- 

cerned this inference is wrong. The ap- 

pearance of the single headed eagle on the 
new Italian stamps and coins has no such 
meaning. The eagle in question differs in 
appearance from the eagle of old Rome, 
holds in its extended talons a serpent, and 
was in times gone by the armorial device 
of the senior branch of the house of Savoy, 
indeed, of the founder of the'dynasty—name- 
ly: the count of Piedmont and prince of 

Achaja and of Morea. 

In using the heraldic bird in question for 
his postage stamps and coins King Victor 
Emmanuel has merely revived the most an- 
cient of all the armoria! devices of his house. 
The eagle in question bears on its breast 
the shield, showing the silver cross on the 
red field, familiar to all who have seen Ital- 
lan flags, while the head of the bird is sur- 
mounted by a royal crown, from which de- 
pend two streamers bearing the word 
“Fert,” the mysterious motto of the reign- 
ing house of Italy, concerning the meaning 
or which so much difference of opinion pre- 
valls. 

I may add that the eagle constitutes the 
heraldic bird of the kingdom of Prussia, of 
the German empire, of the United States, 
of the empires of Austria and of Russia, and 
of the now defunct empire of France. 


Ex-Capt. Edward Lynch Blosse of the 
British army, who likewise served with credit 
in the United States army during the war 
with Spain, and who has just been sen- 
tenced to three years’ penal servitude in 
London for swindling, comes from one of the 
oldest and most distitiguished families of 


ot the house having been created in 1622. 
When a boy Lynch Blosse, who is almost 
as well known in this country as in England, 
enlisted in the British army, rapidly obtained 
promotion, and finally won a commission. 
Eventually he married Miss Brownrigg, 
daughter of the vicar of St. Jude’s, South- 
sea. But her married life was unhappy. 
Her husband behaved in the most shameful 
way to her, and at last she came to this 
country, obtained a divorce from him in 
Dakota, and then married in Chicago a 
man named Booth, who within a year after- 
wards became insane. She subsequently re- 
turned to England, and eight years ago 
committed suicide by blowing out her brains, 


brother of the third earl of Effingham, being 
connected with the tragedy. 

Indeed, according to the testimony pro- 
dvced at the coroner’s inquest, the woman 
committed suicide owing to her having been 
cited as co-respondent in a divorce case 
brought by Lady Constance Howard against 
Capt. Howard, and, if my memory serves 
me right, he put an end to himself on the 
same day. At any rate, he died on the same 
day as she. 

Capt. Howard's son, by the bye, is heir 
presumptive to the earldom of Effingham, 
one of the most illustrious-of the British 
peerage, the first lord having been lord high 
admiral of England at the time of the Span- 
ish armada. 


I may add that at the time when ex-Capt. 
Lynch Blosse was arrested he was swag- 
gering about in a gold braided staff officer's 
uniform, it which he posed as a member of 
Lord Kitchener's staff just home from south 
Africa. The London police declared that 
Lynch Blosse has been living the life of a 
swindler ever since he was mustered out of 
the United States service at the close of the 
war with Spain. 

Although a most distinguished soldier, dec- 
crated for hig bravery on the battlefield of 
‘Custozza, yet it was by means of an Ameri- 
can sewing machine that Gen. Baron 
Thoemmel, whose death has just taken place’ 
at Goritz, won the most brilliant laurels in 
the service of Emperor Francis Joseph.
